A long time haselapsed sihce I attempt- 
ed to write anylhing for our church pa 
per. Not that I am displeascd with it, or 
anythíng of the Sort. I ara well pleased 
with the character of the paper, and have 
been a constant reader of it under the 
present managemcnt, and sincerely hope 
that its tone may be steadily improvcd in 
the future as it has been in the past. But 
this is not what I started out to say. 

F closed my engagements with the con- 
gregations for whom I have had the privi- 
lege of ministering for a numbcr of years, 
on Ihe second Snnday of June, and asked 
for a vacation, or in R. R. parlance, a 

lny-off. 

On Tueíday morning of the eleventh, I 
started in company with my daughtcr and 
her little family for Tahlequah, the cap- 
ital city of the Chcrokee nation, to visit 
my daughler and her husband residing at 
that place. Connccted with this city 
ihere is mnch to inlerest and to instruct, 
íls history dating back to the removal of 
the tribe from the Carolinas and Geòrgia 
to west of the Mississippi river in the ear- 
ly part of this ccntury. Here is located 
the National Serninary, male and female 
in which is completcd the educalion of the 
aspiring Cherokee youth. They have a 
fairly well provided com mon school sys- 
tem, exclnsively for the children of the 
Chcrokee people. 

Here wc found missions, conducted by 
the Baptist and l'rcsbyterian people, to 
which are admilted the children of the res- 
ident whites and also Cherokee children 
desiring to enter these mission sehools 
for higher and morè refined moral and re- 
ligions culture. 

Mnch has been written abont these civ- 
ilízed tribes, that is not true. While there 
is room for great improvement, simply al- 
lotment of the lands or statehood will not 
remedy all the evils. There is too mnch 
government red tape, too many unscrupu- 
lous officials whose only business is draw- 
ing salaries and manipulating dimcnlties 
for the boodle that can be obtained from 
them. Scarcely an exception to the fact, 
that every desperate character operaling 
in the nation, has fírstserved as a govern- 
ment oflícial, and when ousted of his job 
by change of adtninistration, bccomes'a 
regular desperado. 

Many of these people are edncatcd, 
enterprising citízcns, and have a pro- 
fonnd reverence for the religion of Je- 
sits Christ, in som» respeets excelling their 
religions neighbors in the states. Their 
home and foreign inission contribulions, 
i as well as congregational support is cer- 


tainly commendable 30 far as carae nnder 
my observalion. One fealnre in particu- 
lar ímpressed me : the esteem in which 
they hold their servants among them. 
They seem to have imbibed in the spirit 
as well as in the letter I Thess. 5:12, »3t 
which certainly cannot be said of many 
Christian communities and congregations. 
I had the pleasure of breaking to these 
aboriginal people the bread of life twice 
during my stay with them and mnst say, I 
never addressed morè attentive Usteners 
in all my ministry. Their faculty for giv- 
ing of their temporal things to those who 
minister to them in spiritnal things certain- 
ly is very commendable. They recognize 
the wrongof "muzzling the ox that tread- 
eth out the corn," and do not withhold 
from their servant a port i on of the good 
things that their Heavenly Father has 
blessed them with. 

Tahlequah is located just north of the 
36 degree parallel, is surronnded with a 
fertile country, the natural scenory is 
qui te beautiful, and the fi ne spring wàter 
unsurpassed on the continent ; in short, 
if it is ever opened up for seltlenient by 
the people in common, here certainly 
would be a very desirable place for a lo- 
cation. Expect if the Lord willing to at- 
tend our next National convention in 
September.
